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Introductory Note. 



Tbe Course In English Masterpieces, first organized by Profes- 
sor Tyler in 1875, is based on tbe idea that the old method of 
teaching English Literature by means of text-book and lecture 
should be largely supplemented by the systematic and critical 
study of representative pieces ia each age of our literature. 
Courses extending over the work of the first three years at the 
University are arranged as a preparation for this Course, which Is 
designed for seniors and post-graduates only. A leading aim is to 
give practice in the elements of literary criticism. This list of 
references is based on the one prepared by Mr. Tyler for his classes. 

The following directions should be noted by those electing the 
work : 

1. One week will be given to the study of each piece. 

2. Each student will be required to present one essay and one 
critique; the essay to be on the subject assigned to him, and the 
critique to be on the essay of some other member of the class. 

3. Tbe essay must, in each case, be handed to the critic at least 
one week in advance of the date fixed for the reading. 

4. Both essay and oritlque should be written on thesis paper 
and should contain an analytical table of contents and marginal 
references to the authorities used. 

5. Each student will also be required to read each piece critic- 
ally, and to take part In the discussion following the reading of 
the essay and the critique. 

6. If for any reason a student Is absent from an exercise, or is 
Ill-prepared on any exercise, he will be required to pass a special 
examination on that part of thje work at the end of the semester. 

The references are con fined ^to'works to be found in the Uni- 
versity Library. No attempt cias keen made to exhaust the mate- 
rials even from this source.* Poole's Index to Periodical Literature 
will furnish many additional references. Mention may also be 
made of the articles in tbe Encyclopaedia Brltannlca on the au- 
thors studied. The indexes of the various Histories of England 
may be consulted with advantage. For the guidance of those 
wishing to buy copies of the Masterpieces, a f has been put to 
mark the editions recommended. 

At the first meeting of the class the sections will be arranged 
and the parts assigned. Thereafter on Fridays at 4 p. m. two lect- 
ues will be given on the purpose and methods of the work.
